The government’s provincial 
treasury branches came under 
fire—again—as the House con- 
tinued to plod slowly ‘through 
the budget estimates. 

Mr. Kirby charged that the 
branches are set up in such a 
way that they could be used to 
dispense political-favors. He re- 
ferred to the branches’ lending 
program under which loans. of 
more than $3,000 have to be ap- 
proved by a cabinet committee. 

This means, he said, that large 
loans can be approved by the 
political party in power. If some 
individual or company defaults 
on repayment of a: big loan, he 
said,. that company or individual 
is under a heavy obligation to a 
political party. 

Opposition members came up 
with several suggestions, such as 
selling the treasury branches to 
the chartered banks, putting 
them under a crown porpora- 
tion or abolishing them outright. 

But Provincial Treasurer Ted 
Hinman and Premier Manning 
made it clear the branches are 
going to continue. operating as 
they have all along, in the inter- 
est of public service. : 

Mr. Hinman said the banks 
had put out “a few feelers” 
about the possibility of buying 
the branches, but the govern- 
ment-has decided it doesn’t want 
to sell. 

Government spokesman’ said 
they feel the branches are still 
performing an important public 
service, especially in rural areas. 

Chester Sayers, Camrose So- 
cial Crediter, pointed out that 
the banks are moving out of 
many rural areas, Residents of 
some small centres wouldn’t 
have any banking services were 
it not for the treasury branches, 


he said. 


Discussion ranged over a wice 
varicty of subjects as the study 
of the budget estimates dragged 
on, and some interesting com- 
ments were made..

to my recent speech in the Legis- 
lature, when I condemned Inter- 
national control of Canadian un- | 
ions, is most gratifying,” A. P. | 
Weber, Social Credit M.L.A. for |

“Naturally, I did not expect sup- | 
port from all union representa- 
tives. However, I believe the time 
has come when someone must 
come out with a few truths. I have 
been amazed at the speed with | 
which Saskatchewan union leaders 
have hastened to deny American 
control and influence.

“I wish to make it abundantly 
clear that at no time have I ever 
said—nor do I believe—that our 
independent Canadian unions are 
not doing a good job. However, | 
my concern is that the sovereign 
rights of these unions are protect- 
ed. The letters, telegrams and tele- 
phone calls I have received from 
Canadian .union representatives 
and laboring men themselves who 
support my stand, are _ proof 
enough that the situation is seri- 
ous. 

“Positive action must be taken 
to see that racketeer and irrespon- 
sible unionism does not gain a 
foothold in this country. 

“A reputable Canadian national 
magazine—MacLean’s—in the De- 
cember 6 issue, carried a story en- 
titled: “Jimmy Hoffa’s plans for 
Canada”, ‘written by Peter C.

Damp poultry 


houses pose 


serious problem for farmer 


“Damp poultry houses during 
the winter and spring months pose 
a very serious problem for the 
poultry farmer,” E. M. Campbell, 
Poultry Commissioner, Saskatche- 
wan Department of Agriculture, 
remarked in an interview. 

He pointed out that far too 
many poultry farmers close up 
their houses as 
soon as the wea- 
ther turns. cold, 
thinking that it 
is necessary to 
keep the birds 
warm. 

“This is true to 
a certain ex- 


tent,” he went 
on, “but much j 
can be accom- 


plished in this re- 
gard through 
proper ventilation, 


Ted Campbell 
if the house is 
properly insulated.” 


Mr. Campbell stressed proper 
ventilation as a means by which 
the chicken house could be kept 
reasonably free from dampness. 

In speaking further on poultry 
housing during the winter and 
spring, Mr. Campbell said: 
are well protected from cold by 
means of their feathers and will do 
well in houses where the tempera- 
ture is 40 to 50 deg. F. A house 
lacking good insulation will not be 
much warmer than the outside 
temperature. However, insulated

keep out the cold air.”

become very damp, a condition not 
conducive to good health and 
production, If the walls are unin- 
sulated, drops of water will be not- 
ed wherever the warm, moist air 
comes in contact with the cold 
walls, The only practical way to 
remove this warm, moist air, is to 
provide proper ventilation, which 
really means a continuous circula- 
tion of air.” 

This can be done by means of a 
ventilator shaft of gravity flue. 
Allow 214 Square inches of cross 
sectional area of the flue per bird 
housed where electricity is avail- 
able. Forced air ventilation is be- 
coming more common. Forced 
ventilation is positive, it will func- 
tion regardless of temperature, 
wind direction and wind velocity. 
Forced ventilation can be made 
automatic. The size of fan requir- 
ed well depend onthe size and 
| number of birds in the house. As a 
general rule the fan should be se- 
lected to deliver approximately 
one cubic feet per minute per 
pound of poultry. 

“Now is the time to check up on 

your ventilating system; such a 
check will pay dividends in the 
health and the production of poul- 
| try.” 
Mr. Campbell advised that two

By-Law 455 


A Bylaw of the Municipal-District of Wainwright No. 61 to 
limit the operation of Trucks, trailers and traction engines 


all public roads, highways, streets, and lanes in the 


Municipal District of Wainwright No. 61. 


Under the Provisions of the Municipal Districts Act 1954 


looking and they wezr indefinitely.

the control of all public roads, highways, streets and lanes

within the said Municipal District is vested in the Municipal 
District: of Wainwright No. 61 and there is a duty on the 
Municipal District to repair the said roads.. 
' AND WHEREAS 
Under ‘the Provisions of the Public Services Vehicles 
_ Act the Council may prohibit the use of any district road, 
local road, or portion. thereof by any truck trailer, or traction 
engine and the said Public Services Vehicles Act and the 
Highways Traffic Board do not provide for the control as 
contemplated in this Bylaw. 
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when you get your size. Sizes 614-10. 


The Council of the Municipal District of Wainwright 
No. 61 enacts as follows: The term “truck” shall include 
all trucks with a rated capacity of one ton or more and the 
term “tractor” shall include traction engines operated on 
wheels and also such motor vehicles as run on tracts. 


No person shall operate any truck, trailer, or tractor on 
any district road, local road or portion thereof without per- 
mission of the Councillor in the division in which the ve- 
hicle is operating during any rain storm or during a rainy 
season or at any time when the said vehicle breaks through 
the surface of the roadway or causes rutting or breaks chunks 

_of road materials from the road bed. 


'. Any person or persons who are found guilty of a breach. 
of this Bylaw shall be guilty of an offence, and liable on 
summary conviction for a first.offence to a penalty of not . 
more than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars and costs, for a second 
offence to a penalty of not more than Fifty ($50.00) dollars 
and costs, for a third or subsequent offence to a penalty of 
not more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars and costs.

1954. This Bylaw to be.effective Fifteen (15) days after the 
passing of this Bylaw. 1st - 2nd - 3rd and final readings 
this 2nd day of September A.D, 1954.
